“| never liked the words 
‘bounty hunter,’” Russ Holmes 
said, sitting back in his leather 
chair.

The retired Los Angeles 
County sheriff tracks people

bail, he said. 

“Either the guy knows he’s 
guilty and going to prison or 
jail,” he continued, ‘“‘or he 
knows he’s going to be fined 
and can’t afford it, or someone 
has scared him into thinking 
he’s going to be ravaged by all 
those savages in prison. 

“We've chased everything,” 
the Rancho Cucamonga 
resident said, ‘from drunk 
drivers, burglars, robbers and 
child molesters to drug dealers 
and strung-out drug users,” he 
said.

In a surprisingly close race, 
former Councilman Albert 
Canestro edged out 
businessman Thomas 
McGilloway last week by 16 
votes to take‘one of three open 
Upland council seats. 

Incumbent Frank Carpenter 
and Planning Commissioner 
Rosalie Kamansky also were 
elected to the council. Carpenter 
received 2,194 votes and 
Kamansky drew 1,827. 

McGilloway, a management 
consultant who has lived in 
Upland only seven months, went 
from an unknown to a candidate 
who drew 1,811 votes, just 
behind Canestro’s 1,827. 
Another newcomer, Wanda 
Parker Kloeppel, received 983 
votes. 


The three faces familiar to 
Upland voters were triumphant 
in the end, but newcomer 
McGilloway made a strong 
stand. The youngest candidate 
at age 39, he said he represented 
the ‘baby boomers” in the city 
and hoped to get them involved 
in their city. 

“Naturally, it’s a 
disappointment when you don’t 
achieve a goal, but I’m not going 
to use the word lose,” 





Candidates weren’t the only 
ones pacing nervously on 
election night last week. 

Upland High School senior 
Steve Snyder was pacing right 
along with them. 

The 18-year-old was Upland 
council candidate Thomas 
McGilloway’s student 
campaign manager, whose 
responsibility was to oversee 
30 other young campaigners. 

‘“’m quite nervous,” he 
admitted as the final precincts 
came in, showing his candidate 
only slightly behind the third- 
place competitor in the three- 
seat election. 

“Vm going to yell if it’s by 
one vote,” the young man 
promised. 

But he didn’t have to. Still, 
his candidate lost by only 16 
























Political venture was 
rewarding for youth 
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McGilloway said, noting that the 
experience of meeting the public 
and getting involved was a 
positive one. 

He added that he has not been 
discouraged and could return to 
politics at a later date. 

“im not going to be a stranger 
around City Hall,’’ he promised. 

Canestro was relieved and 
excited that he had emerged 
victorious from the close race. 

He described himself as 
“confident” until after the first 
four or five precincts were in, 
and he dropped to fourth place. 
However, he regained a narrow 
lead shortly after and kept it the 
rest of the evening. 

“| knew we had a battle on our 
hands, but we hoped for the best 
and we even prayed a bit,” said 
Canestro, who was attending a 
party with 80 supporters at his 
campaign manager’s home 
election night. He described the 
atmosphere at the house as 
“bedlam,” like a football game, 
as the tallies came in. 

“We were hootin’ and 
hollerin’,” he said. 

While pleased at her own 
election, Kamansky expressed 
disappointment at the low voter 
turnout. Some 13.9 percent of 
the registered voters went to the 
polls last week, the lowest 
percentage in Upland since at 


votes. 

Snyder got involved in the 
campaign after he heard the 
five candidates vying for the 
three council seats at a forum 
for the high school. In amock 
election by the students, 
McGilloway was one of three 
winners. 

He liked what McGilloway 
had to say, and when the 
businessman expressed 
interest in student support, 
Snyder signed up. 

As a first-time voter, as well 
as a first-time campaigner, 
Snyder said he was far from 
discouraged with the electoral 
process, despite his 
candidate’s loss.

Grundmann isn’t worried that 
new equipment will displace 
jobs. ‘Attrition will take care of 
that,’’ he said. 

NATCA is also with the FAA in 
seeking to keep cuts due to the 
Gramm-Rudman federal deficit 
reduction act from affecting the 
controllers. 

“Basically those are goals of 
the FAA too,” Farrar said. “... 
We’re doing the best we can to 
not have Gramm-Rudman 
(reduce the workforce),” Farrar 
said. 

One area of difference is that 
NATCA also wants to prevent 
the FAA from contracting out 
some training programs. 


Farrar said that is currently 
under study, mostly as a way to 
get the most air traffic control 
out of the limited number of 
controllers. 

But Grundmann said those 
positions are usually filled by 
controllers who need a break 
from tension the job creates, and 
charged that the people who 
would take those positions 
wouldn’t be up-to-date on air 
traffic control.

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SCAQMD hits 24 
local businesses 
with violations

The South Coast Air Quality 
Management District released 
the names of 24 West Valley 
businesses that were fined for 
violating air quality regulations 
during the final quarter of 1985. 

Of those businesses named, 
none were guilty of serious 
violations, said Ron Ketcham, 
SCAQMD news bureau chief. 

Though West Valley 
businesses were slapped with 
$10,325 in fines, the amount is 
“not unusually high” for the 
region, said Ketcham. “‘It’s 
nothing to be alarmed about. It’s 
fairly typical.” 

According to an SCAQMD 
report, the two most heavily 
fined businesses were Lundeen 
Coating Corp. of Fontana, which 
paid $1,000 for ‘excessive 
emissions;” and Western Metal 
Decorating Co. of Rancho 
Cucamonga which paid $1,000 
for maintaining ‘excessive 
volatile organic compounds.”

Hoping to deter future 
violations, the SCAQMD has 
begun publishing the quarterly 
list of businesses that have paid 
fines for breaking air quality 
rules. 

“This is the first year we’ve 
done this, and we’re interested 
in how it will be received,” said 
Ketcham. ‘“‘Maybe we'll have 
some impact on companies.” 


He said SCAQMD will know 
the lists are successful if 
violators become angry that their 
names have been published. “‘If 
we get phone calls of outrage 
then we'll know we’ve had an 

mpact.” 

The SCAQMD was created by 
an act of the state legislature in 
1977 to attain and maintain state 
and federal air quality standards 
in the non-desert portions of Los 
Angeles, Riverside, and San 
Bernardino counties, and all of 
Orange County. 

Companies within the entire 
district were fined $326,000 
during October through 
December of 1985, according to 
AQMD’s quarterly list. 

The biggest violator was 


Mountain High-Holiday Hill Corp. 


in Wrightwood which paid fines 
of $15,000 for operating six 
diesel generators without 
obtaining air permits.

‘t's Only Kindergarten 





magine this: 185 kindergarten- 
age children gathered 
together in the same building 
with animals, insects and birds for 
four hours, five days a week. 

Recipe for a nightmare? 

Not hardly. In fact, the six 
teachers and six aides at Louisa 
Guasti School have turned those 
ingredients into an award-winning 
kindergarden-only school. 

State Department of Education 
inspectors recently labelled the 
school's science, mathematics 
and reading programs 
“exemplary,” according to Karen 
Neal, school principal. 

Kindergarten-only is an unusual, 
though not unique, concept. Linda 
Vista School in the Ontario- 
Montclair School District is also 
all-kindergarten. 

But unlike the Ontario school, 
Guasti houses all kindergarten-age 
childen in the Cucamonga School 
District. 

That arrangement has 
benefitted the children, Neal said. 

“This is their first school 
experience, SO we can teach them 





the rules of going to school,” she 
said. 

Better yet, since there are no 
older children roaming the halls to 
intimidate the youngsters, the 
kindergarteners “are the top dogs 
and they really feel good about it,”’ 
she said. 


That produces an environment 
conducive to learning, according 
to Neal. 

“We've been focusing on 
science for the past year,” Neal 
said, ‘‘but we also emphasize 
critical thinking and application. 

“We go beyond the basic 
skills,’ she added, ‘“‘so they can 
apply their education.” 


The children ‘‘do lots of writing” 
and are involved in scientific 
projects that include “‘the six 
process behaviors (of science): 
communicating, predicting, 
interpreting, classifying, observing 
and measuring,” Neal said. 


The hard work has yielded 
strong results. 

“One-third of our children are 
reading at first-grade levels,’’ Neal 


explained. “Another third are 
doing first-grade math.” 

Neal is no taskmaster, however. 

“We don’t skip all the good stuff 
you associate with kindergarten,” 
she laughed. 

Each student has the chance to 
be “child of the week,” for 
instance. 

“We don’t require that they do 
anything special — just be 
themselves,” Neal explained. “We 
have them bring in some things 
that are of interest to them, share 
their life history with the class. 

“Then, at the end of the week,”’ 
Neal continued, ‘‘the class makes 
up a book about the child. 

“That way, everyone has a 
chance to feel special.” 

Teachers make special efforts 
as well. 

On special holidays such as 
Cinco de Mayo (May 5, a Mexican 
holiday celebrating a victorious 
battle) and the Chinese New Year, 
Neal organizes “round robin 
days.” 

Each of the school’s six rooms 
is decorated with a theme 


depicting a different facet of the 
holiday and the society 
celebrating it. 


Children visit each room for 
about 20 minutes, ‘‘eating cookies 
... and sampling the flavor of the 
culture,’ Neal said. 


On one recent day, the children 
were sampling a piece of 
Americana. Puppeteer Becky 
Johnston, who teaches preschool 
in San Bernardino, entertained the 
students with a wide cast of hand- 
held characters. 

Johnston’s act had the children 
so enthralled they hardly noticed a 
large photographer perched under 
the podium. 

More than 50 children squealled 
in delight as the puppets pulled 
pranks and took pratfalls. 

When it was all over, the 
children stood and walked, mostly, 
Out to lunch. 


Johnston stood behind, smiling. 

“You have such a 
responsibility,’ she said. ‘“You 
don’t want to disappoint all those 
faces.” (1 
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The children sit, enraptured, during a puppet show, (opposite page) the one of many special 
presentations at the school. Livy the troll, (top) was a favorite puppet. After enjoying the show, a 
thrilled six-year-old Alice Elder ,right, joined her classmates outside for lunch, above.

His wife, Brenda, is one of ‘‘the 
team’ whom Holmes employs 
on more dangerous missions. 

“She was always asking me 
what | did out there, so one day 
| took her along,” Holmes said. 

“She’s meaner than hell,” he 
added with admiration.

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Fabric gives potted 
plants some pizzazz

Nothing adds more freshness 
and life to your home than a 
bright. healthy potted plant. But 
these days, nursery prices for 
flowering plants and ferns can 
be somewhat inhibitive. 
preventing you from buying as 
many as you'd really like to have 
on hand 


One colorful way to cut down 
on the cost of indoor greenery !s 
to decorate the inexpensive 
plastic planter with scraps of 
festive fabric. 

Although it is possible to work 
on the plastic pot with the plant 
stil! inside, you may find it easier 
to carefully lift the plant and dirt 
out of the pot before watering it 
and rest them in a sink until the 
fabric decoupage is in place 


First, thoroughly clean the 
sides. bottom and inner rim of 
the niastic. Then begin to glue 
fabric pieces around the planter, 
using a few large pieces or many 
small ones. Plan ahead by 
applying a sturdy glue that will 
resist moisture from humidity 
and condensation after watering 


As you tuck and glue fabric 
around the bottom edge of the 
pot. remember to leave the 
drainage holes on the bottom 
uncovered. Fabric around the 
top of the planter will need to be 
turned inside about 1 inch, so it 
will be below the dirt level, even

In addition to fabric, other 
decorative notions like braids, 
ribbons and lace can add a 
distinctive look to your 
inexpensive planter. You can 
even include buttons in the 
design scheme by sewing them 
on fabric pieces before gluing 
the fabric to the pot. 

One particularly unique touch 
is to include a fabric ruffle as an 
accent piece around the edge of 
the planter. For a 1-inch-wide 
ruffle, cut a 3-inch strip of fabric, 
iong enough to go around the 
circumference of the pot. The 
correct length will be the 
circumference multiplied by two, 
since the fabric will be folded 
pack to create the ruffle. If you 
don’t have enough length to 
accomplish this, cut two or more 
lengths and sew them together 
before folding. 


Make the ruffle by first folding 
back 1 inch along the length of 
the fabric, then folding back a 
second time and thoroughly 
gluing it in place. This hides the 
raw edges completely and 
makes the ruffle sturdy enough 
to stand out without drooping. 
You should be left with another 
inch of fabric with which to 
attach the ruffle to the inside of 
the pot. 


Now create the ruffle by 
folding the fabric widthwise, 
beginning about 2 inches from 
the end. Press the fold in place 
with a hot iron
